Kipling  traced  the  lot  of  a soldier,  in  war 
and  m peace  The  neglect  he  spoke  of  was 
real  m those  days  It  was  real,  to  some 
extent  at  least,  after  the  Great  War.  There 
must  be  no  similar  neglect  this  time.  These 
men.  and  their  comrades,  have  done  too  much 
for  us  all  to  b<  calmly  shelved  and  forgotten. 
They  have  given  us  life,  and  liberty,  and  a 
chance  to  pursue  happiness  in  our  own  free 
way. 

One  brilliant  moment  at  Buckingham 
Palace  in  the  glare  of  an  Empire's  spotlight 
may  recompense  a veteran  for  his  valor  on 
ibe  field  of  battle  >ut  it  cannot  do  duty  for 
the  balan(e  of  a lifetime  I hese  men.  re- 
turning home  soon,  must  be  wanted,  cared 
for  and  fitted  in  if  that  means  that  some 
of  us  have  to  move  over  to  make  way  for 
(hem.  that  is  what  we  all  must  do.  It  is  the 
spirit  with  which  we  receive  our  veterans 
that  matters  That  must  be  as  clean  and  as 
honest  as  their  own  service  Only  so  can  the
